He said the shift schedule works 
out to an average of 40 hours a week

HOT WATER VAPORIZER DANGER 


A family bought a hot water vaporizer advertised as 
tip-proof and safe. They placed it on a stool, plugged и 
and waited for the steam to rise. While it was sten ming. 
their 3-ycar-old daughter caught herself in its electric 
cord. The vaporizer tipped and spilled scalding water 
onto the child. She will bear the scars all of her life. 

The problem is that most hot water vaporizers 
bring the water temperature up to 212 degrees. Water 
will seald at 145 degrees and produce third-degree burns 
at 180. Following studies in this area, Underwriters’ 
Laboratories, watehdog of electrical product safety, 
revised its standards so that effective July; 1972, the 
water temperature was reduced to 130 degrees 
maximum. 

For what it's worth, medical authorities say that 
cool mist vaporizors - which do not rely on hot water, 
are quite as effective (and safer) than hot ones.
